On Saturday last, before Judge Dick, of 
the Circuit Court, ‘at Greensboro, J udge 
Merrimon as counsel for Clews, Sibley 
and Company, made a motion to cancel 
the bonds of the Road held by his cli- | 
ents to the umount of five hundred 
thousand dollars, on the ground that 
T. R. Caldwell, one of the Trustees, had 
not signed the same. Thus is an ac- 
knowledgment that the said bonds are 
illegal and void. 

These illegal bonds constitute a por- 
tion of the debt claimed by Clews and 
the other plaintiffs, and on which the’ 


decree of toreclosure and sale was made | 


in the Circuit Court, at Asheville ia) 
November last. 

Gov. Caldwell in his special message 
on the subject, on the 21st of January, 
ult., informed the Legislature that he 
was advised by some of the best legal 
talent in the State, that the decree had 
been made “upon a mistaken state of 
- facts, and upon premises, which in the 
main, were false, and that there were 
strong badges of fraud connected with 
the cas2, which it they had been pro- 
perly contested, would haye defeated 
a foreclosure of the mortgage, and the 
sale would have been prevented.” 

The sale was advertised to take place 
on the 31st of December last, but on the 
application of the Governor, the decree 
was so modified as to extend the time 
sixty days, to cnable the State to take 
an appeal, if, on an investigation by the 
Legislature, such action should be 
deemed necessary. 

The resolution adopted yesterday by 
the Legislature authorized the Govern- 
or to take an appeal and to institute 
such other proceedings to review or 
impeach the decree as might be neces- 
sary for that purpose; and also author- 
ized the Treasurer ot the State to give 
such appeal or prosecution bonds as the 
Courts might tequire for the costs of 
such proceedings. : 

The debt of the plaintiffs is two hun- 
dred and forty thousand dollars, for 
money lent the Company. To secure 
the return of the Joan of this sum in 
thirty days, the Company bypothecated 
bonds to the amount of one million and 
fifty thousand dollars, with the power 
to sell the same at public sale for cash 

if the money borrowed was not returned 
at the time specified. The Company 
failed to pay the debt at maturity, the 


bonds amounting to one million and 


fifty thousand dollars were sold accor- 
ding to the terms of the contract, and 
Sibley purchased them at the sale. 

The question arises, did the Company 
have any authority to hypothecate the 
bonds in the manner above described ? 
Did the Act of the Legislature authori- 
zing amortgage give the Company the 
power to mortgage as they have done, 
and have they not greatly transcended 
the scope of their authority ? 

The Governor says the Road with its 
fixtures, rolling stock and other prop- 


erty cost over six millions of dollars, Of 


this amount two-thirds were paid by 
the State and onethird by private 
individuals. e 

But tke Governor does not state 
farther, which we understand is the 
fact, that the Radical Legislature of 
1868-"69, issued to George W. Swepson, 
then President of the Western Di.« 
vision, siz millions of bonds more, 
making the whole amount ap- 
propriated for the Road over twelve 
millions of dollars, This issue to Swep- 
son scems to have been lost sight of by 
the officers of the Road and other 
persons, who have been writing on the 
subject. It is true that the six milliuns 
of bonds issued to Swepson have not 
been paid, but the credit of the State is 
to day pledged for the same. 


Again, the mortgage bonds held by 
Sibley, Clews and Company, at whose 
instance the Road is about to be sold, 
are not payable until the year 1890, and 
therefore have seventcen years yet to 
run before they are due! 


In view of these facta, we have adyo- 
cated an appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and when a reso- 
tion was introduced in the Legislature 
authorizing the Treasurer to give the 
necessary appeal bond we cordially en- 
dorsed the proposition.
